| write to express concern over the deployment from U.S. Customs and Border Protection’s
(CBP) Program Management Office Directorate (PMOD) of the 22-Meter Persistent Ground
Surveillance System Aerostat blimp over the city of Nogales, Arizona that will provide around-
the-clock aerial surveillance seven days a week. According to reports this deployment came
without notice or consultation with local city officials or other local community stakeholders. It
is critical that CBP meaningfully engage with community members impacted by border
surveillance technologies, such as local governments and Tribal officials, migrant rights and civil
rights experts, and local residents.

CBP’s only statement on the deployment failed to address residents’ well-founded concerns over
invasion of privacy. Border surveillance technologies have been usedto track residents of border
regions and impede their rights while being justified as “humane” mechanisms for immigration
enforcement. Consequently, as the use of border surveillance technologies hasincreased there
has also been an increase of death rates of migrants crossing the border.

As U.S. Customs and Border Protection’s Program Management Office Directorate continuesto
operate and expand Persistent Ground Surveillance System Aerostat blimp’s in Arizona, [ urge
you to hold public forums to ensure local governments, Tribal officials, migrant rights and civil
rights experts, and local residents have an opportunity to hear from CBP about these types of
